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PRESIDENT'S    REPORT. 


Boston,  March  1,  1875. 
To  the  Boston  Protective  Department  : 

Gentlemen,  —  I  herewith,  transmit  for  your  information  my  first 
Annual  Report  of  this  Department. 

Organization. —  The  Directors  of  your  choice  organized  hy  the 
election  of  Joseph  W.  Kinsley,  President,  William  B.  Sears, 
Vice  President,  George  P.  Osborne,  Treasurer,  and  Osborne 
Howes,  jr.,  Secretary.  June  20,  1874,  George  P.  Osborne 
resigned  as  Treasurer,  and  Charles  E.  Guild  was  elected  in  his 
place. 

The  Department  property  in  charge  of  the  Committee  of  the 
Underwriters'  Union,  including  funds  in  hands  of  the  Treasurer, 
were  transferred  to  this  Corporation  on  the  first  day  of  April,  1874. 

Company  No.  1,  was  organized  and  put  in  service  on  the  first 
day  of  April,  1874.  Company  No.  2,  was  organized  and  put  in 
service  on  the  eighteenth  day  of  April,  1874.

Apparatus. —  The  Apparatus  of  the  Department  consists  of  two 
Wagons  fully  equipped  for  service  at  fires,  carrying  45  Covers  each, 
with  other  appliances,  such  as  Fire  Extinguishers,  Brooms,  Shovels, 
Schoolgees,  &c  A  more  detailed  statement  of  the  property  is  to  be 
found  in  the  report  of  the  Superintendent. 

In  addition  thereto,  by  courtesy  of  the  Fire  Commissioners,  our 
Covers  are  carried  on  Ladder  Carriages,  as  follows: — No.  2,  East 
Boston ;  No.  4,  Roxbury  District ;  No.  5,  South  Boston ;  Nos.  6 
and  7,  Dorchester  District ;  No.  9,  West  Roxbury  District ;  No.  10, 
Brighton  District;  No.  11,  Charlestown  District.  At  each  of  the 
several  Ladder  Carriages  carrying  our  Covers  men  are  appointed 
by  this  Department,  specially  assigned  for  duty  in  the  districts 
covered  by  the  apparatus,  as  follows  :  —  East  Boston,  1  man  ;  South 


Boston,  1  man ;  Charlestown,  1  man  ;  Boxbury,  1  man ;  Dorchester, 
2  men ;  West  Boxbury,  1  man ;  Brighton,  1  man. 

No.  1  Wagon  responds  to  alarms  to  most  boxes  in  East  Boston 
and  Charlestown,  and  all  boxes  in  the  city  proper  lying  north  of 
Dover  Street. 

No.  2  Wagon  responds  to  most  boxes  in  South  Boston  and  Box- 
bury,  several  in  Dorchester,  and  all  boxes  in  the  city  proper  south 
of  Hanover  and  Court  Streets. 

By  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  at  every  alarm  of  fire  in  any  of 
the  21  wards  of  this  city,  from  the  extremes  of  Dorchester  and 
West  Boxbury  to  Charlestown  Neck  and  Brighton,  the  Covers  of 
this  Department,  with  men  skilled  in  the  use  thereof,  are  transport- 
ed either  on  our  own  Wagons  or  on  the  several  Ladder  Carriages, 
ready  to  preserve  and  protect  property,  whether  insured  or  not,  from 
any  unnecessary  damage  by  water. 

Houses. —  April  1,  the  Board  leased  from  A.  G.  Stimson,  build- 
ing corner  of  Hamilton  and  Franklin  Streets,  at  an  annual  rental 
of  $900  and  taxes;  this  was  at  once  fitted  up  for  our  purpose,  in 
which  Company  No.  2  were  located  as  soon  as  they  were  put  in 
service,  Company  No.  1  at  that  time  occupying  quarters  in  City 
Engine  House  on  Bulfinch  Street.  Early  in  the  fall  we  were  re- 
quested by  the  Eire  Commissioners  to  vacate  the  premises  occupied 
by  Company  No.  1.  October  1,  1874,  the  Board  leased  of  Gr.  W. 
Luce  premises  corner  of  Pleasant  Street  and  Osborne  Place,  at  an 
annual  rent  of  $1,350  and  taxes ;  the  same  has  been  also  fitted  up 
for  use  by  the  Board. 

Company  No.  2  were  transferred  to  the  Pleasant  Street  house 
November  25,  1874,  and  Company  No.  1  were  transferred  to  the 
Hamilton  and  Franklin  Street  house  on  that  day,  at  which  time 
the  Bulfinch  Street  quarters  were  surrendered  to  the  Fire  Commis- 
sioners. 

Telegraph. —  On  the  20th  day  of  January,  1875,  the  two  Wagon 
Houses  of  this  Department  were  connected  by  telegraph,  and  both 
houses  connected  with  these  Headquarters,  at  an  expense  of  $200. 
The  importance  of  this  step  was  soon  apparent,  when  it  was  decided 
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to  have  the  Wagons  respond  to  alarms  of  fires  in  the  outlying  dis- 
tricts of  the  city,  more  especially  in  the  case  of  responding  to  alarms 
in  the  Charlestown  District,  as  alarms  from  that  section  are  not 
sounded  upon  the  gongs  or  hells  in  the  city  proper ;  it  of  course  heing 
important  that  the  wagon's  territory  left  uncovered  hy  their  ahsence 
at  a  fire  should  he  covered  hy  the  Wagon  not  in  service  during  such 
ahsence. 

Efficient  and  Good  Deportment  of  the  Department. — 
I  think  every  gentleman  present,  and  all  persons,  whether  Under- 
writers or  citizens  generally,  who  have  had  occasion  to  view  or  review 
the  workings  of  this  Department  at  fires,  will  agree  with  me  that 
the  efficiency,  alacrity,  and  fidelity  with  which  the  arduous  lahors 
of  this  hranch  of  the  service  have  heen  conducted  during  the  past 
year,  have  heen  all  that  any  could  expect  or  ask ;  and  I  know  of  no 
hetter  proof  of  their  good  deportment  than  the  fact  that  hut  two 
complaints  have  heen  made  to  your  Directors  during  the  year  for 
a  failure  to  ohey  orders  hy  members  of  this  Department. 

Accidents. —  When  it  is  remembered  that  the  labors  of  this 
Department  are  always  on  tbe  inside  of  buildings,  and  oftentimes 
in  the  densest  smoke,  it  is  with  pleasure  I  announce  that  no  acci- 
dents of  any  moment  have  occurred  to  any  of  our  force,  and  but  two 
or  three  slight  accidents  to  the  apparatus,  and  in  no  case  was  any 
blame  attached  to  our  drivers. 

Finances. —  By  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  it  will  be  seen  that 
all  companies  who  are  or  have  been  obliged  to  contribute  to  the 
support  of  this  Department,  have  made  their  returns  and  payments  ; 
and  in  no  case  have  we  been  obliged  to  resort  to  legal  measures  to 
secure  them.  The  labors  of  the  Treasurer  have  been  arduous  and 
oftentimes  perplexing,  and  we  have  reason  to  congratulate  ourselves 
upon  having  combined  in  that  officer  the  requisite  qualifications  for 
his  office,  of  firmness  in  securing  all  that  we  are  entitled  to,  yet 
performing  his  duties  in  such  a  manner  as  to  commend  the  justice 
of  our  claims  to  the  companies  and  agents  called  upon  to  pay  into 
his  hands,  thereby  carrying  us  through  the  year  at  peace  with  all 
concerned. 


Directors. —  During  the  year  29  meetings  of  the  Board  have 
heen  held.  The  larger  number  occurring  during  the  first  few  months 
of  the  year,  made  necessary  in  getting  our  Department  in  full  and 
thorough  running  order.  The  meetings  have  been  attended  as  fol- 
lows :  by  J.  W.  Kinsley,  29 ;  George  F.  Osborne,  27 ;  Charles  E. 
Guild,  26 ;  W.  B.  Sears,  25 ;  Joseph  F.  Hovey,  22 ;  George  A.  Cur- 
tis, 20 ;  Henry  B.  White,  20. 

Duty  Performed  by  the  Department. —  During  the  year  309 
Bell  Alarms  and  28  Still  Alarms  have  been  responded  to  by  this 
Department :  222  proved  to  be  false  alarms,  or  fires  where  no  service 
could  be  rendered  by  the  Department ;  18  proved  to  be  fires  at  which 
their  services  in  spreading  Covers  were  not  of  avail,  but  where  they 
rendered  other  services  ;  and  at  97  alarms  service  was  rendered  with 
their  Covers  and  other  apparatus. 

At  several  of  the  second  class  of  alarms,  to  wit,  those  at  which 
their  services  with  their  Covers  were  not  required,  valuable  service 
was  rendered  in  aiding  the  Fire  Department  in  extinguishing  fires, 
as  will  be  testified  to  by  the  Chief  and  Assistant  Engineers,  by  way 
of  managing  Hose  of  Engines,  Fire  and  Police  Boats,  using  Fire 
Extinguishers,  moving  goods  and  live  stock. 

Two  fires  have  been  discovered  by  members  of  this  Department, 
and  7  have  been  extinguished  by  them  without  aid  of  Fire  Depart- 
ment. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  service  has  been  rendered  on  several 
occasions  in  stores  and  warehouses,  whereby  large  losses  have  been 
prevented  and  lessened  in  cases  of  bursting  and  leaking  of  water 
pipes. 

The  fires  and  alarms  responded  to  by  this  Department,  together 
with  the  companies,  if  any,  interested  in  them,  where  Covers  were 
spread,  as  nearly  as  they  could  be  collected  by  the  officers,  have 
been  as  follows :
